" New brooms," aajrs the domeatio proverb. 
" sweep clean,'' and new City Councillors, by 
apaiilyof reasoning, show au aolive desin 
to abolish nuisancai. -The disagreeable 
lights as well as odors that ware tolerated 
by the Coaaoil of a few moatbi ago are to 
oeue— efflafitun is to b< proioribed, miaH 
naa to be baoished. Thera is Dotbiog of the 
old mnnio'pal caliouioeaa aboat the recently 
eleotad members — every nerre gives evi- 
dence of a bealthy Btineitironoas. If Ihoir 
tongues are loud and threatening, their feoliuKt 
are at all eveuta delicate. Thay are fortu 
nately as mortal as other men — as eaiily of 
fended in the nose, aa readily injured in ilio 
leg. No mora than the most Taslidious lady 
can tbey walk aloog our prinoipal streets 
without bandkerobiefa to their organs of 
smell, or a timid watchfulneea towards 
their powers of looomotiou. Stagnant 
pools and broken aidawalka are nut to 
be played with even by the City Council 
We ate glad therefore to see the members be- 
stir themselves on the qaestioo of oaiBanoes, 
and equally glad to see that they are deter- 
mined to carry out their full powers iu rc~ 
g,at6 to those cumulations of nitb tbat are 
allowed to fill tbe channels ol the stroetii. 
The message in reference to the polios a^ 
siatanee in inspeotiog nuisanoes was pro- 
perly dealt with. The idea of an iocorpora 
ted town depending on a polleamaD and sti- 
pendiary magistrate to keep up sanitary 
regulations is eomethiog novel, to Bsy the 
least. When the services ol the cbaingang 
were refused, it was cortainly adding insult 
to injury to ignore the existence of ihe 
Mayor and Council and place the towo under 
the old magiaterial or police surveillanoe. 
It baa been all along oonaidared desirable to 
pat the police under the oontrol of the 
oity, not the city under tbe oontrol of the 
police, and the largest and most respectable 
petition yet presented to the House of As- 
sembly prayed for saob a provision in the 
iQCorpomtioQ bill then before the Legislatoro. 
Tbrongh the unaooonotable blindness of 
those who opposed that measare, the city i 
left in its present rather disagreeable posi 
tion ; but surely the Executive or the tiu 
perintondent of Police had more sense than 
to attempt to reverse the asnal order of 
things, and take from tbe Council the little 
power they possess. We canoot, of course, 
blame tbe prraent Administration for any of 
the numerous ahortoomiDgs in tbe Act under 
which the City Council works, nor can we 
e.tpeot it to remedy evils which should have 
been taken in hand by the Assembly; 
but wo do expect tbat it will aid rather 
than thwart a publio body— tbat it will 
aaiiit in oartjittg out that ifbioh is the 
chief aoohor of every free community 
—the priueipla of local government— 
and not endeavor, by assnming the functions 
of the City Council, to take away its powers. 
Of course neither the Executive nor tbe 
Police Superintendent has tbe authority to 
interfere with the duties of the Council, 
and tbe offer to appoint a policeman to report 
to the Stipendiary Magistrate on public 
nuisanoes was as gratnitons as it was ridi- 
calous. If the Executive desired to help the 
Council it conid have very easily given over the 
services of any portion of the force into the 
hands of the municipal authorities, to be 
dealt with by them as occasion demanded : 
aa it is the Council is obliged to appoint its own 
constable, in order to bring tbe nuisanoes of the 
town under tha immediate jutisdiotion of the 
Mayor. We only regret that this step of the 
municipal authorities has been bo long 
delayed. 

The announcement that a oonslable had 
been already appointed, and had been acting 
for some time, is scarcely oreditable to the 
Council ; for the same intolerable nuiBancen 
which existed weeks ago are still in fall pos- 
session of our streets. Wo liope, howevur, 
that with the employment of a scavenger 
and an inspeotor, we shall no longer bo 
under the disagreeable necessity of call- 
ing attention to Violoriao immuodioity. 
There is aot the sligblatt ezanse for 
tbe proseat disgraceful ooodltioD of oor 
slteeli. If a f«w of thois who make the 
ohanoel opposite their doors ths reoeptaolc 
for every description of rubbish wore fined 
once or twice for so glaring an infriagemcnt 
of munioipaU'law, we sbonld breathe a 
healthier atmosphere and see a cleaner

FOLIOB AEBISTANOE. 

Mr. Smith, oo behalf of tbe committee ap-

Mr. Thorne thought it a disgrace lolhe 
city lhat tho Counoil should bo con.'i.iur -.i? 
whether they should pay their officials au\ 
money for their aerviooa or not. llo wi>htil 
to he inlormed on what terms they hud takei 
office, because be nndflrstood thai ihci 
agreed to aet gratuitously uRtil tbe Council 
was in proper working order and in funds, 
and if so he did not understand a bill biing 
now sent in for nine months' salary. He 
did not wish to deprive the gentlemen of the 
money, but if tbe Council were in funds 
they might then consider whether a bonus 
might be given to them or not.

John Jackson to clean the sewora for $50 
being Iho lowest tender, should be acoepled 
and tho work performed under the inspection 
of a committee of two. 

Mr. Thome lhou;;ht every person, who had 
a filthy gutter before bis premises should be 
cumpelled to clean it. Itwesdune in Lou- 
don; tradesmen there were compelled to re- 
move filth before their premises. It was tho 
tradesmen who caased the nuisances ; ibey 
choked op tbe gutters with their filib, and 
then came and asked ihe Council lo clean the 
sowers and let the water run. He was not 
in lavor ol Ihc expeudilure of tho money. 

Mr. Smith, wtio supposed that the pro- 
rioiia speaker wna alluding to him, aaid lliure 
were places in Iho city thai had been brought 
to his nolioo where parlies complained that 
tho Duisanees came from uoighbora and were 
not of their own croatii:g, 

Mr. Fell corrected Mr, Thome with respect 
10 the practice in Loudon. Soaveof^ers were 
engaged to remove dirt Irom liio streets. 
T'radesineo were only prohibited from throw- 
ing dirt or leavio; any lilter before the door,_ 

The resolution tvas carried, and Messrs. 
Smith and Carey were placed by tho .Mayor 
on the Oommitlee. 

Mr. Carey said ho lived in James Bay, 
whore no smalls existed, and he wished to 
be relieved. 

Mr. Fell said the worst nuisance of all ex- 
tended from tho Brown Jug to James Bay, 
whioh was all in Jainea Bay Waid, and there 
was besides no appeal from the decision ol 
tlio chiiir. 

Tho Mayor did not wish to make any nomi- 
nation obnoxious to Ihe Councillors, bul the 
services required would only be for a few 
minutes, and ibe Councillors should therefore 
act. 

RKSOI.DTIONS OF THE COUNCIL. 

Mr. Carey moved the appointment of a 
committee lo confer wilh the Counoil in re-

Council.

.Mr. Jar.ie,s tiaili'y (Ij.ike) said ho was sorry 
tho mombcr for Luke was not forlhcoming. 

That lie expected also lo have 
had Messis. Franklin and Ring lo i-peak on 
thu sulij.'Cl, but they had not shown up either, 
it was lus opinion that those presnut should
